Jury acquits mom accused in kids’ deaths 

HUNTSVILLE, Ala. — A young mother accused of killing her 
three children in a trailer fire because her boyfriend didn't want a 
ready-made family was acquitted Thursday of murder and arson. 

A jury reached the verdict in its third day of deliberations in 
the case of 2S-ycar-old Heather McGill. 

Ms. McGill, who could have gotten the electric chair, covered 
her face upon hearing the verdict. A cheer went up from her sup- 
porters. 

Prosecutors claimed she set fire to her trailer home with char- 
coal lighter fluid last March while her children were in bed, 
killing her daughters, ages 5 and 7, and her 4-year-old son. j

AVIANO, Italy (AP) — The 
crew of a Marine fighter jet that 
flew too fait and dived too low 
through the Italian Alps may face 
manslaughter charges for killin g 
20 people in a cable cpr, the 
Marines said Thursday. 

The U.S. ambassador apolo- 
gized and knelt in prayer at the 
site where the people died. '■ 

An Italian prosecutor said he 
would continue his investigation 
into the accident, but, in general, 
Italians seemed satisfied with 
American assurances the 
Marines would face some sort of 
punishment in the United States. 

A Marine investigation board 
placed the blame Thursday 
squarely on the four-man cre w , -- 
who they said broke the rules on 
how fast-and how low they could - 
fly.
